SOME VERY SERIOUS CHARGES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Ton, Jan. 11.—The Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune telegraphs 
to that paper to-night that the accusations 
brought against Commissioner Hayt by Gen. 
Fisk,a member of the Board of Indian Com- 
missioners, may be divided into three classes,— 
first, those which reflect upon Mr. Hayt's per- 
sonal integrity before and at the time he was 
Commissioner; 


tary of the Commission of Indian Affairs and 
the Board of C issioneragttended last even- 
ing.

Gen. Fisk begins by saying that, in his belief, 
the office of Commissioner of Indian Affairs is 
now filled by , 

AN INCOMPETENT, BAD MAN, 

whose administration of the office has been such 
as to incur the general disapproval of good cit- 
ons, and that the Board was mistaken 


in regard to Mr. Hayt when, in 1877, 
it passed resolutions commending nis 
appointment as Commissioner. He thinks 


itis a duty which he owes to the Board, to the 
President of the United States, and to the coun- 
try to ask that the resolutions be rescinded, 
and that the President be requested to re- 
move Commissioner Hayt. Gen. Fisk con- 
tinues: “The Board were mistaken in 
their estimate of the Commissioner's 
character when they expressed their 
very great satisfaction at the appointment of 
the Hon. E. A. Hayt to the Commissionership of 
Indian Affairs, and in giving assurance 
that the administration of his depart- 
ment would be characterized by en- 
ergy, business capacity, and integrity. We 
bad no cause to congratulate the Pres- 
ident and the country in that he had been able 
to secure for that office a gentleman possessing 
sO many rare qualifications for the position he 


sioner Mr. Hayt has 
PAILED UTTERLY 

to demonstrate the rare qualifications of energy, 
business §capacity, and integrity with the pos- 
session of which the Board had credited 
bim. On the contrary, it is asserted that since 
his appointment Mr. Hayt has devoted his chief 
energies to his private affairs; that he has given 
to the public only a moiety of his time, and that 
his best energies have been devoted to private 
business, leaving to the important public duties 
to which he had been assigned the remnants of 
his hours.

His political influence was not 
only that of an earnest loyal citizen, but was 
largely oWing to his sterling integrity as a man, 
—a man of culture, and education, and thought, 
and ideas, of broadest convic tions, of extensive, 
research, and observation, of keen, quick per- 
ception, and of almost unerring sagacity and 
judgment. The possession of these qualities it 
was that caused many men of eminence to seek 
his counsel and advice. What he believed to be 
right he oe, with the ardor of his in- 
tense nature. ve no half-way support to 
anything. In aden his general relations as 
n citizen, the speaker noticed someof Bisho 
Ha ven's characteris as a preacher, saying it 
was as much the duty of a minister to lift up bis

eavher should stand out boldly and fearlessly 
u the fear of God, and denounce sin wherever it 
ofl whether in the social or political world, in 
high places or low.

In him was developed the 
tritest type of Christian man, teacher, c 2 
and Bishop. All these were necessary to con- 
stitute the ideal leadcr.

The sermon was preached by 
the pastor, the Rev. R. D. Sheppard, and it was 
in memory of Bishop Haven, lately deceased.

The reverend gentleman spoke as follows: 

1 doubt if any passage of God's Word has 
been of more service in stirring men to heroic 
Christian endeavor than this sewan-song of the 
dying Apostie. Through all these years of 
Christian living, it has sounded from lip to lip 
around the world, as dying saints have given up 
their laborious trust and gone to their rewards; 
and itis ringing on. Our good Bishop took it 
up the other day, us he went to his rewurd, leav- 
ing a mournful Church and a lamenting Nation 
to bewail his untimely taking-off. So it is often 
in the history of the militaht Church. Men who 
seem essential to her progress and growth are 
removed from care, and responsibility, and toil, 
and the Chureh scems to suffer paralysis. What 
must that paralysis have been in the early 
Church when the Apostle Paul was removed, we 
can in some manner determine by the exte nt of 
our griefs; and, as the magnitude of their loss 
shall appear, we can estimate gur own, How 
great a figure St. Paul was in the early Church 
is readily discovered from dis numerous epis- 
ties that crowd the volume of our New Testa- 
ment, and from the place in history that 
he takes, so far above the other Aposties,— 
similar in spirit, itis true, but beneath him in 
endowments. The wide reach of his labors we 
know from his great missionary tours; how he 
planted the Gospel in Asia Minor, in Macedo- 
nia, in Greece, and at Rome, seeking out the 
— centres of intellectual and commercial 

ife, that thence the Gospel might radiate 
amo the nations. He not only planted 
ehurebes, but he indoetrinated them, supervised

AN OBJECT-TEACHING SERMON, 

In spite of the storm the Chicago Avenue 
Church—Moody’s Tabernacle—was comfortably 
filed yesterday morning. The pastor, the Rev. 
Mr. Needham, preached a pictorial sermon on 
the mountains of Palestine, illustrating his sub- 
ject with colored pictures and maps. His text 
was follows: | 


They that trust in the Lord shall be as Mount Zion, 
ich cannot be remeved for ever and ever. 
the mountains are round about Jerusalem, so 
the Lord h round about His people from henceforth 
even forever.—Ps., crxrv., 1, 2. 


The speaker said that he read these passages 
net so much asatext asto call attention to 
the fact that the Holy Spirit has frequently sym- 
bolized certain truths with mountains. We find 
Jésus Himself, the great model of preaching, 
conveying instruction in this form. His ser- 
mons were parables, and were illustrated with 
natural objects about his hearers. He points to 
the sower, to the fowls of the air, to the flowers 
and the lilies of the field. He used this line of 
argument continually, His method being object- 
teaching. Mountains were especially prominent 


| in His discourses. There is much in their geo- 


graphical position which connects them inti- 


‘ mately with the historical associations of Pal- 


estine. 0 

The speaker then read the passage: “ And 
the Ark rested in the seventh month, on the sev- 
euteenth day of the month, upon the Mountains 
of Ararat.” He then displayed a crayon pict- 
uve of Ararat, situated in the eastern portion of 
Asia Minor, on the bigh plateau of Armenia, on 
a line between the Black and Caspian Seas. Its 
hight is 17,260 feet. Some events connected 
with these mountains are worthy of our notice, 
because the Ark rested on Ararat. The Ark

A crowd of about 1,500 people, consisting 
of members of the Butchers’ Union and their 
friends, gathered in the prairie in front of 
the Chureh of the Nativity, on South Hal- 
sted street, at 10 o’clock yesterday morning, 


to attend the mass-meeting of the Union . 


which it was commonly expected was to de- 
cide finally the future action of the body in 
regard to the strike. The weather was any- 
thing but propitious, and the crowd wore an 
aspect of dejection sadly at variance with 
their demeanor of a fortnight ago. The 
meeting was.called to order by President 
Daniel O'Connell, who in a few words con- 
veyed the impression that the cause for which 
the Union had now struggled for near a 
couple of weeks was in a bad way, and that 
the situation was such that it required im- 
mediate attention. He then called upon the 
ever-ready Mr. Powers for a few remarks.: 
Mr. Powers was hardly himself in an ora- 
torical sense. In fact, he was out of his 
element. If it were not savory of an Irish 
bull, seeing that the speaker is a sailor and 
has sailed the ocean blue, he might have 
been described as all sea, His words 
failed to flow, and the magnetism with which 


he neld previous audiences was conspicuous 
by its absence. As an agitator his earlier 
efforts, full of sweet promise and of vitupera- 
tion delightful to the 1 ear, had bean 
greeted with round after round of cheers, 
and his oft-repeated joke of Nr the 
audience that they were not well drilled 
never . up to its three-thousandth 
repetition, evoke a laugh; but as a pro- 
pounder of the virtue of patience under A 
necessity he is a failure. His speech, like 
that of his predecessor, was a virtual ac- 
knowledgment that the Union had met the 
packers and were theirs, and though now 
and then it bristled with. bitter phrases, it 
failed to evoke the — “ibute of a cheer. 
In concluding his remarks he moved that 
the Board of Directors of the Union be ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the situation 
of affairs, and to form a set of resolutions 
embodying what they considered would be 
the wisest action of the Union in the ruling 
ema. | 

The motion was carried, after afew 
remarks by Mr. M. J. Downs, who wished to 
correct a misstatement made concerning him 
in 3 paper, the meeting adjourned 
until 2 p. m. 

At that hour about 1,000 people were pres- 
ent to hear the resolutions repared durin 
the recess by the Union Directors. Pres 
dent O'Connell presided, and, jn calling the 
meeting to order, said that for obyious rea- 
sons the meeting was not as large as some 
which had preceded it. The bad weather, 
which had tended to cut short their delibera- 
tions in the morning, might be looked 
upon by some as inauspicious, but it 
was really a prvet Provi- 
dence as on their side. One effect

If, how- 
ever, that decision was in favor of returning 
to work at the packers’ terms the Union men 
would not take long to show their employeis 
the difference between the kind of work done 
by Union men and that acconiplished by the 
“seabs.”” They all remembered how the 
Union men used to roll the hogs along the 
benches, and some few of them who had 
been there on business knew how 
the “scabs” had failed to do ‘the 
same work satisfactorily. The contrast, 
when the two sets of men were worms side 
by side, would be so clear that it would only 
be a matter of time when the packers would 
send the “ scabs bout their. business. In 
order that the lutions prepared by the 
Committee might be presented to the Union 
for théir action, it had been decided to hold a 
mass-meeting of the body at the West Twelfth 
Street Turner-Hall at 9 o’clock the following 
(this) morning, at which the simple question 
of either continuing the strike or of return- 
ing to work at the packers’ terms would be 
considered. If it was decided at this meet-

John Sher- 
man wants the new bonds to bear 4 per cent 
interest. But it is pointed out that the pres- 
ent 4 per cents are selling freely at 103 
to 104, which indicates that a bond 
drawing less than 4 per cent would 
bring par in the market. It is proposed by 
several members of Wood’s Committee, and 
by other members of Congress, to make the 
new bond draw 8.65 per cent interest, which 
is just one cent aday on a $100 bond, and 
that rate makes it easy to compute the inter- 
est for any time on a bond of any size. Any- 
body capable of transacting business could 
calculate the interest on a bond at the 3,65 
rate. It is believed. that a fifty-year bond 
drawing 3.65 per cent would be popular. If 
a4per-cent bond having only twenty-seven 
years to run is worth 104 in the market, it is 
believed that a 3.65 per cent bond having 
fifty years of life will go off like hot cakes 
when offered to the American people. If 
this scheme is carried out, the amount of 
interest saved will be equal to 18 millions a 
year.

Tre people of Cleveland were astonished 
as well as gratified to learn that their de- 
ceased millionaire, Leonard Case, had before 
his death made a trust-deed of property 
worth at present about a million and a half 
of dollars to endow and build a School of 
Applied Science. The rentai income of the 
property amounts to $45,000 at this time, and 
will be further incréased. The property set 
apart for this purpose includes the fine City- 
Hall built by Mr. Case some years ago ata 
cost of $600,000, and the block of ground on 
which it stands, and for the use of which the 
city pays $36,000 a year. There is other valu- 
able and productive property in the gift, and 
a piece of ground called the Case Common, 
near the heart of the city, containing about 
twenty acres, on whicli the Scientific Acade- 
my will probably be erected, the donor hav- 
lug verbally expressed that wish. For the 
control and use of the property the Trustees 
are to obtain an act of incorporation from 
the State under the name of the “Case 
School of Applied Science,” and in 
the institution so organized are to be 
taught mathematics, physics, mechanical 
and civil engineering, chemistry, economic 
geology, mining and metallurgy, natural 
history, drawing, and modern languages, 
the expenses of the institution being provided 
for by the fund. The donor expressly states 
that he imposes no conditions or restrictions 
on the Trustees, but that it is his wish 
that no part of the property should ever 
be alienated, and that the expenses should 
not be permitted to exceed the income. 
No more | useful bequest to posterity has 
been 
years. The institution to be founded and 
supported by the magnificent donation will 
be of inestimable value to the rising genera- 
tion. memory of Leonard Case will live 
long in grateful heats of the disciples of

When we have said 
that Chicago can accommodate itself even to 
a Democratic Convention, we have exhausted 
the limits of its, adaptability and endurance. 


THE GREEK FRONTIER FARCE. 
Were it not for the provoking neglect of 
Greeee by Great Britain and her equally ill 
treatment by Turkey in the matter of the ex- 
tension of. her frontier, the negotiations to 
settle the line of that frontier would be re- 
garded the world over as the most laughable 
and enjoyable piece of humor which diplo- 
macy has yet produced. It will be remembered 
that Greece prepared to enter the struggle 
between Turkey and Russia at @ very oppor- 
tune time, and when she might have rendered 
the latter Power such aid as to have entitled 
her to the territory she coveted in recom- 
pense for herservices. She had even massed 
her armies and moved them to the frontiers, 
and some slight skirmishes had taken place 
between hér troops and strolling bands of 
Bashi Bazouks, when England induced her 
to withdraw and remain neutral upon the ex- 
press stipulation that at the close of the war 
the treaty should contain a provision in her 
behalf for the rectification of her frontier line. 
She withdrew her troops, but the most 
that she obtained was a representation in the 
Berlin Congress without voice, and a clause 
in the treaty to the effect that the Powers 
recommended Turkey to enter into negotia- 
tions with Greece for the extension of her 
northern frontier. The Berlin Treaty was 
signed in July, 1878, but it was not until 1879 
that Turkey paid any attention to the Grecian 
claim, and even then not until Greece had 
repeatedly called for a conference and the 
Powers compelled Turkey to grant it. It 
then took a long time for the Porte to find 
the proper Plenipotentiaries. This settled, 
the Porte named a village as the place of 
meeting which was not laid down on any 
map, and which actually could not have been 
found without the assistance of an explor- 
ing expedition or scientific survey. Fresh 
negotiations then ensued to obtain an 
accessible locality. After much delay 
u place was found and the Pleni- 
potentiaties met. A wrangle of several 


weeks followed to decide which party 


should first open its Gase. At last the Powers 
became impatient, and demanded of Turkey 
that she should no longer delay the 
negotiations. ‘The Plenipotentiaries once 
more opened. discussion, and, after an 
interminable time, they got so far as 
to decide, not without protest from 
the Turkish representatives, that the 
recommendation in the Treaty of Berlin 
should at all events be made the starting- 
point, though not the goal, of negotiation, 
which brought the Greeks, like a boat Salling 
round in a fog, exactly to the place. where 
they firststarted. It soon became apparent 
that no agreement could be reached. and the 
Conference adjourned sine die. A fresh 
one Was. appointed after more delay, and the 
new Plenipotentiaries started where the old 
ones had left off—namely: the lihe laid down 
in the protocol to the treaty, Then it 
was proposed by Turkey that thé mean- 
ing of the Congress should be er- 
plained. Greece stated her construction 
first. Turkey followed, and, of course, her 
view of the matter was diametrically opposit. 
Greece traced the line one way and Turkey 
another, and the more they argued it the 
wider the lines diverged. At last the Turk- 
ish Plenipotentiaries boldly took the ground 
that the Congress did not intend that Turkey 
should coneede any territory at all, but left 
it optional, the clause in the treaty merely 
being in the nature of advice, which the 
Porte might follow or not, as it saw fit. 
The Greeks opposed this view, and thus the 
discussion drifted back from the geography 
of thé boundary line to the meaning of the 
Congress itself. At this point the Turkish 
3 have stayed proceedings to 
submit question at issue to the Porte, 
which, of course, after fresh delay, will be 
affirmed as the Turkish Plenipotentiaries 
understand it.

It would be more to the purpose if England 
would first explain what she meant when 
she induced Greece to withdraw from the 
war on the promise of compensation, and, 
if she meant anything, compel Turkey 
to concede the territory named in the pro- 
tocol. As the other Powers. have no interest 
in the matter, it is not likely that they will 
render Greece any material assistance, and 
thus the end will be the frittering away of 
more time, and the gradual! consigament of 
the whole question to oblivion.

TREATY OBLIGATIONS. 

An article in the January number of the 
Princeton Review, on The Fulfillment of 
the Berlin Treaty,” is likely to attract con- 
siderable attention in this country and in Eu- 
fope, not only of account of its intrinsic 
merit and the fame which its author has 
earned as a historian, but more especially for 
its bitter attack on the foreign policy. of 
the present British Cabinet and the manner 
in which the writer proves that the Berlin 
Treaty in many of its most important provis- 
ions not only never has been carried: into ef- 
fect, but that it was never intended that it 
should be. 

Mr. E. A. Freeman, the writer of this diatribe 
against Lords Beaconsfield and Salisbury, 
classes himself with the sentimental poli- 
ticians,”’ as opposed to the practical poli- 
ticians,”’ for,“ he says; “the great doc- 
trine from which the practical men started 
was that the mere signing of a diplomatic 
document could of itself work physical 
\and moral miracles, The opposit doctrine of 

e sentimental men was that things were 
much surer to turn out as reason and experi- 
ence, the Workings of man’s nature, and the 
common laws of cause and effect made it 
likely that they would turn out.” And Mr. 
Freeman proceeds at some length to justify 
the positions taken by those whom the British 
Premier had sneeringly termed sentimental 
politicians.” 

The catalog of omitted obligations, nulll- 
fied provisions, double-dealings with Turk 
and Christian, and underhanded stipulations 
which Mr. Freeman has compiled in connec- 
tion with the British interpretation of the 
famous Berlin Treaty is not so formidable 
from its bulk as from the sarcastic manner 
in which he has arranged its contents. 
„The Turk was to hold the Balkan passes, 
and he did not hold the Balkan passes. The 
Greek frontier was to be rectified, and the 
Greek frontier was not rectified. Above all, 
the Turk was to reform, and the Turk did 
not reform.“ ‘These are a few of the failures 
laid at the door of Lord Salisbury and his 
leader. 

It is very evident that Mr. Freeman has no 
love for the Turkish nation and no confidence 

in any of their protestations, and he growls 
most lustily when he satirizes the statesmah 
who in the nineteenth century trusts to the 
word of a Turk, even though the Moslem is 
promising “reform.” “Southern Bulgaria 
is peaceful.“ Exactly so, says Mr. Freeman 
in effect; it is peaceful, because the Turk has 
not occupied the Balkan passes; has not, 
therefore, complied with the provisions of 
this treaty which spoke the will of Europe,” 
and has not yet taken advantage of the very 
point to secure which Lord Salisbury was 
ready to go to war. 

But Mr. Freeman’s great grievance—and, 
if he is right in his conclusions, his cause of 
complaint is one that should be shared by all 
friends of freedom—is this: that the clauses 
of the Berlin Treaty which dealt with the 
Greek frontier still remain as far from ful- 
fillmentas they were on the day the treaty 
was signed, “ The Turk, so far from setting 
free a rood of enslaved Greece, is heaping 
heavier still the fetters and barring closer 
still the grate over the people of the land 
which Europe had commanded him to set 
free. The promises made to free 
Greece were cast aside by Lord Beaconsfield 
and Lord Salisbury in exchange for the honor 
and glory of making their sovereign a trib- 
utary of the Turk.” Snch is Mr. Freeman’s 
charge, and unfortunately his facts appear 
to fully substantiate it. Greece is not free. 
| Thessaly and Epirus are still under the rule 
of.the Turk, and yet their freedom is one of 
the articles of the treaty with which the 
English Ae, appear to be so well sat- 
isfied. 

But Mr. Freenian goes one step further, 
and declares that the abandonment of the 
cause of free Greece was due to the “ cession 
of Cyprus,“ a measure the necessity for 
which or the wisdom of which the ong 
nation does not yet appreciate. : 

We commend this article to all tntsreated 
in the devious ways of European diplomacy. 
It is an able—though withal somewhat prej- 
‘ udiced—effort to show a great nation proving 
false to its own most solemn declarations, 
and violating the most sacred obligations of 
international law—the provisions of a treaty 
—at the will and beck of two unprincipled 
Ministers. And, if we are to believe Mr. 
Freeman's assertions, we shall be obliged to 
agree with him that “free Greece put trust 
in the honorof English statesmen, and found 
that it was a broken reed on which she was

THE GRAIN BLOCKADE. 

The question of providing storage-room for 
the grain brought here by the Western railroads 

is still agitating the minds of our shippers, pro- 
priotors of elevators, railroad men, and others 
interested in this matter, but thus far no solu- 
tion of the problem has been found. Large 
as the capacity of our elevators is they are un- 
able to take in much more grain. All the grain 
that has come in during the last two or three 
months is being kept on storage, and none of it 
is being shipped East or to Europe, because the 
prices there are relatively lower than they are 
here. The holders of the grain here are un- 
willing to reduce the prices, believing that by 
holding out until spring, when they can take ad- 


vantage of the low lake rates, they can sell at a 
profit, while to ship at the present high rail 
rates would cause them to suifer a weep loss.

STAR ROUTES, 
BRADY'S STATEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WANT, D. C., Jan. 11.—Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brady is preparing a state- 
ment to be read before the Sub-Committee which 
meets to-morrow to investigate his conduct in 
the “star” route service. In it he expects to 
disprove the statements recently made in some 
of the newspapers of the country. He says he 
willso clearly and emphatically answer these 
charges as to make the authors of them ashamed 
of themselves. Without going into details, he 
gays it is true that the cost of 
the service, per mile, is less than in 
1864, The increase in the last year, he says, 
was authorized by himiin every particular, and 
was caused by the immense and sudden expan- 
sion of business caused by the resumption of 
specie-payments and the development of new 
mines in Colorado and elsewhere. He expresses 
surprise that any complaint on this score can be
